CHTIEGH .AXl> STATE. 

Tho disestablishment of Church unci 
State is a question that has at irregular 
intervals agitated the English mind, and 
on tho subsidence of discussion has fallen 
from tho fever poiut of excitemont into a 
lethargic state, only to be aroused again 
into-activity-r-liku a- slumbering volcano, 
when the disturbing cause again presents 
itself. A brief review of the association 
of religious worBhip'with temporal gov - 
ernment may not be uninteresting. Pass - 
ing ovor the predominance of the ancient 
Druids over the British chiefs, the asso- 
ciation of civil and religious rule may be 
dated from the introduction of Christian- 
ity into Britain by St. Augustine during 
Etholbort!s.rtsign, and from that time the 
po^druof the church. extended so steadily 
and gradually that in A.D. 1200, by hor 
tnandato the first Crusade was inaugurat- 
ed. In thaxeigiVof . Henry H., however, 
tho ecclesiastical -authority became so 
groat as to. threaten ,tho power, of the civil 
and an Act. was. .passed called the "Con- 
stitution of "Clarendon," in which the 
church was made dominant to the slate. 
From this period. until the reign of Bluff 
King Hal, the Roman Catholic, though 
held subservient to and firmly incorpor- 
ated with the crown, was the recognized 
form of religion until the Reformation, 
For nearly 150 years the state religion 
varied according to the form of worship 
favored by tho sovoroign, bigotry and pre- 
judice being carried to such an excess 
that the rack, stake and other means of 
torture wore freely and legally resulted to 
to control the conscience where argument 
failed. Owing to the spread of education 
these barbarous means became in time 
obsolete; but bjgotry was still, aa it is 
now, though in a less degree, present, 
and in the reign of Queen Anne an Act 
w as passed dispossessing dissenters of offi- 
ces l\old under the. crown on account of 
thoi'r religious belief. The/opening of t he 
reign of George III; however, was more 
favorable to the liberty of conscience, 
brought about to a great extent by the 
liberal opinions disseminated by such men 
as Milton, Jeremy Taylor, Locke, .and 
others'. Of late, years the statements of 
candidates at the English hustings of the 
desirability of disestablishment has been 
a very successful factor in their olection, 
and it is advanced in a moderate and 
reasonable spirit that the time haB 
come when the Established Church and all 
churches should stand on their own merits 
and liberty of opinion and froo express- j 
ion of thought should bo true in tho j 
spirit as well as the letter. Tithes, though 
in a commuted form, are still enforced in | 
somo parts of England in the shape of 
charges on land, payable in money, and | 
can be recovered by law, causing these 
parishoners who otherwise would look up 
to tho church with veneration and re- 
spect'," to ""accord' "it nothing but hatred. 
As Lord Mansfield.. in 17f)'J, said, "There 
is iidfching more unreasonable, more in- 
consistont with tho rights of human na- 
ture,' more contrary to the spirit and 
precopts of Christian religion, more un- 
righteous, moro uuju.it or mure impolitic 
than persecution . It is against natural 
religion, revealed religion and sound 
policy.'* 

DECEPTIVE CROOKS. 



A Now Light on tho Eocont Cam- 
paign. 

Dallas, Texas, July Ju.— State Sena- 
tor Barnott, of Dallas, returned last night 
from an extended trip to Mexico. In an 
interview he said lie was surprised at 
what he heard and saw concerning the 
lato Indian campaign. He went into val- 
leys and counties which were lately over- 
run, by Apaches, and visited the scenes of 
Crooks' late exploits. Ho says that resi- 
dents of those valleys laugh at the news- 
paper accounts of the captures made by 
Gen. Crooks. They say that instead of 
Crooks capturing the fighting Indians 
they captured him. He did take a few 
old Indians and squaws. The bucks, 
about 88 in number, followed and over- 
took him, jind.j sent in a messenger who 
asked for a now wow. 'Ibis was granted, 
and the Awirriors came in and in the bold- 
est nfajijior.tqld'Ci'en. Crook that ho would 
bo allowed to leave nil condition that he 
would promise to get (hi! government to 
permit them to return to the reservation 
without punishment. This he promised 
because it was" advisable. Residents of 
the valleys say that the White Mountain 
Apaches, who were guides with Oenoial 
Crooks, during the pow wow divided am- 
munition with tho hostilos. The latter 
told General Crooks that some of their 
men were without hones, and that as 
soon as they could go down into the Mex- 
ican settlements and got their horseB they 
would follow him into the reservation. 
They did this, killing several .Mexicans 
on their way. Tho valley folks say that 
tho White Mountain Apaches wore openly 
in communication with the hostilos and 
would uevor fight thorn.. As an illustra- 
tion of itHe . friendship between the two, 
one of the White Mountain Apaches ap- 
peared among the soldiers with the watch 
of Judge McComas, who had been killed 
by the hostilos. Being interrogated as' to 
whore he'obtained tho watch, he said he 
got it from a squaw. The son of tho 
Judge had to pay SfiO for the watch, 
Crooks not daring to. disturb friendly re- 
lations with White Mountain Apaches by 
making them give it up. 

English Mail. 

CPcr Steamer North Pacific.) 

The Daily Nkw* says of the late Sir 
George Bowyer:— Ho was, like so many 
converts, a Catholic first and a politician 
afterward.' So early as 1850 he came for- 
ward to defend Tins IX and Cardinal 
Wiseman on the question of distributing 
England Into Catholic dioceses, which led 
to tho passing of the Ecclesiastical Titles 
Act. u To tho end of his life ho continued 
to be a zealous Roman Oath die, and he 
was a diligent student of the canon law. 
How completely ho had assimilated the 
customs of the Roman Catholic Church 
was illustrated in a letter which ho ad- 
dressed not long since to a contemporary 
on tho condition of Ireland, in which ho 
described the injunction, "Thou shalt 
not steal," as tho Seventh Commandment. 

A Paris despatch says the Bourse is at 
a complete ': standstill. All attempts to 
stimulate the rise of Btocks are titter fail- 
ures." All credit, and public confidence 
are destroyed. Thero is an abundance of 
money, but all faith in investment seems 
to have vanished. The German hanker, 
Erlanger, appeared in tho Police Oorrec- 
tionelle on Saturday, charged with unlaw- 
ful transactions connected with tho Credit 
Olniral Fraricais; The court ordered a 
criminal investigation. The downfall of 
the Credit General Francaiso is expected 
and it will doubtless carry with it several 
other institutions. 



EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, Juno 15. — M. Baureo, min- 
ister of Franco to China, passed through 
this city this evening from San Francisco 
on routo to Now York, whence to - take 
tho steamer for Franco. He declined to 
be interviewed, but it is understood his 
recall has some connection with the Ton- 
quin affair. 

Rev. Henry Ward Beecher preached in 
the first Presbyterian church to-day. Sub- 
ject, "infidelity." 

Every "creditor of tho late " susponded' 
firm of MoGeoch, Everingham & Co. , 
who failed for §0,000,000, has signed a 
50 par cent, compromise, so it is said, and 
the ?M50,000 cash to pay unsecured credi- 
tors is to bo sont horo soon.

Middlkuoho, Mass., July 15.— Charles 
Heyward St rat ton, bettor known as Gen- 
eral Tom Thumb, . died at his residence 
this morning of apoplexy. He has been 
slightly indisposed for some days, but 
nothing serious was anticipated. De- 
ceased was' born at Bridgeport, Massa- 
chusetts, January 4th, 1838. At tho ago 
of 14 ho entered tho service of I'. T. Bar- 
nuni, and ovor since then has boon before 
the public. He leaves a widow, who has 
been on tho stage with him since their 
marriage in 18G3. Tho remains were 
taken to Bridgeport for interment. The 
time of the funeral will bo decided on the 
tho arrival of the widow from Cincin- 
nati . 

New York, July 15.— The Central 
Labor Union refused Kearney permis- 
sion to address the meeting by u large 
majority. 

Bismakk, Dak., July 14.— Justice Col- 
lins, who conducted the examination of 
tho Des Moines cases at Mandan, gave his 
decision this morning, discharging tho 
Marquis, Miller and Moore, and holding 
that tho homicide was justifiable in view 
of tho throats by the O'D mnell party, who 
wero escaping from arrest at the time the 
shooting occurrod. 

Bloomimiton, Ind., July 13. — Last 
night the new department of the Indiana 
university was discovered on lire. Tho 
laboratory was soon in flumes, and shortly 
afterward the library and museum. Tho 
latter contained the famous Owen collec- 
tion and Dr. .Jordan's collection of fishes. 
The library had 15,000 volumes. The 
building was entirely destroyed.

MADAGASCAR,- 



Continuod Fronch Agerrosslons on 
British Subjects. 

London', July 18. — A dispatch says: 
The 'Protestant church . was destroyed 
during the bombardment of Tatnatuvr, 
Madagascar. There is much misery 
among British subjects at Tainatavp. 
The Governor of Mauritius sent a 
steamer to bring away the refugees. 
The French admiral lowered the con- 
sular flags and forbade them relioisting 
until foreign representatives had been 
reaccreditml. The captain of the war 
vessel Dryad has offended the French 
by landing a guard of marines at the 
British consulate and placing his boats 
at the disposal of the fugitives. Dis- 
patches from Taraatave, dated Joinri 
2d, confirm the reported arrest of Eng- 
lish missionaries by the French. Three 
other residents were placed under ar- 
rest. Communication with the British 
man-of-war was forbidden. French 
refugees from the capital, who, it was 
feared, were murdered, reached Tama- 
tave in safety, having been well treated 
in the interior. 

London, July 15. — A dispatch from 
Simlai says the military there have 
been instructed to make inquiries in 
regard to shipping available for trans 
port service. Captain Hay, of the 
Falmouth Castle, on arrival at Natal 
reported nothiiig of the alleged insult 
to the late British consul at Tuimttave. 
The captain of the British man-of-war 
Dryad was acting as consul. Gapt. 
Hay was allowed to see the captain of 
the Dryad once. The French wished 
to have all consular dispatches sent 
aboard Admiral Pierre's ship, but the 
English objected, and dipt. Hay re- 
ceived them directly from the Dryad, 
The latter vessel escorted cite Falmouth 
Castle out of the harbor. 

London, July 15. — Donard, Currie 
Si Co.'s steamer FarniOUCh Castle, was 
boarded at Tanmtave June 2Gth by 
French officers, who stated that the 
French had taken Tamatave. Passen- 
gers were not allowed to-go ashnrp, and 
the cargo allowed to be landed only on 
payment of duty. A sentry was 
placed on board the steamer, and the 
cargo and passengers were then taken 
to Mauritius.

London, July 15. — It is officially de- 
nied that the Marquis of Ripon tele- 
graphed his resignation of tho vice-royalty 
Of India. 

— A student of Truiz- 
berg University was shot dead to-day in 
a duel. His antagonist, a Herman-Amer- 
ican, tied. 

Bklorade, .July 15. — It is reported a 
scheme exists for the federation of Btates 
on the model of the fourth German con- 
federation. 

Baunslkv, jEng.,' July 15.— During a 
rain storm to day five children, who had 
taken refuge in a culvert, wero drowned 
in a sudden rush of water. The corpses 
were swept a distanco of two miles. 

Baius, July 15. — Many flaga yestorday 
in honor of tho national fete wore draped 
with crape for Louise Michol. After un- 
veiling tho statue of tho republic two 
anarchists stuck a black flagon tho statue. 
People surrounding tho statuo immedi- 
ately seized the tlag and toro it to pioces. 
One anarchist black flag was displayed in 
somo obscure place in the city. Tho 
unfavorable Weather somewhat dampened 
tho enthusiasm of tho peoplo during the 
day, but at night the festivities wero of 
surpassing brilliancy. 

London, . I uly 15. — Tho Standard sayB : 
The Government is sounding DeLesseps 
as to whether any modification of the 
agreement in regard to the Sue/ Canal is 
possible. It is not believed, says tho 
Staildant, that DeLesseps' demands will 
he materially modified. A son of DoLos- 
seps was hastily summoned to Paris yes- 
lorday ami will return in a few days. It 
seems certain the House of Commons will 
reject the sehomo. At. least thirty Liber- 
als will oppose and several others abstain 
from voting on it. Irish members will 
join Conservatives in opposition to it.

London, July 15. — At a meeting of 
merchants and shipowners to-day to dis- 
cuss the agreement between DeLeasepn 
and tho British Government in relation 
to tho project for a fund fortho Sue/ 
canal, resolutions were passed expressing 
regret that the Government had promised 
to use their influence to obtain conces- 
sions for a second canal in favor of De- 
Lesseps' company instead of securing con- 
cessions for an independent British canal.

Many are made homeless 
by the tire.

Berlin, .Lily 15, General Broitcnxt 
Von Schelleiidurf, Minister of War, has 
been inspecting tho fortresses on the east- 
ern frontier, and has drawn up a report 
advocating the extension of strategic works 
in eastern Prussia on a large »ealo. 

London, July 15. — Affairs in Crete, 
owing to tho resistance of the people to 
the payment of taxes, arc very grave. 
Committees are being formed throughout 
tho island to resist the illegal measures of 
the Porto, and an outbreak is expected. 

Madrid, July 15. — Several officers in 
tho northern part of Spain have been 
suddenly arrested. It is believed they 
are charged with conspiracy. 

London, July 13. — Tho Timet, in an 
article on tho canal agreement, says the 
agreement has been received with feelings 
ominously resembling indignation. The 
House of Commons will oven attempt ao 
inueb as to amend it. The ministry must 
blame their own dogmatic contempt of 
warning and instruction. They find them- 
selves in a position from which they can- 
not escape without discredit. 

London, July 13. — In the competition 
for St. Leger pri/.o army rifle, Hill man, of 
the American team, tcored 48 out of a 
possible 50. Dolan, of the same team, 
scored 31 out of a possible 35, in the com- 
petition for the Bodino prizo. 

London, July 13. — Newspapers here 
say they believe tho acceptance of tho 
agreement entered into by tho Govern- 
ment with DoLesseps will not lie forced 
upon parliament. 

Canada. 

London, July 12. —The river is over its 
banks, although a good deal of water is 
still on the low lands. A terrible picture 
of desolation is presented by the ruins of 
bridges, wharves and lands coming into 
view. Small boats carry pleasure parties 
to viow the points of interest on the 
river. Energetic measures for tho relief 
of tho sufferers are initiated. Moro than 
one hundred and fifty have already boon 
relieved. To-night commilties wore ap- 
pointed for each ward of the city. Rail- 
way communication by St. Thomas Iihb 
been re-opened. 

The Biiddenness of the storm seems 
moro remarkable as facts become known. 
The barometer was stationary a short 
time previous. About 5 o'clock a heavy 
cloud extended from the northwest to 
the southeast, and at l> o'clock lightning 
commoneod all around tho horizon, and 
almost immediately rain began to fall in 
torrents. It continued wfthout inter- 
mission the whole night. Tho area of 
storm did not exceed twenty miles. The 
latest ret urns place the number of lives 
lost at twenty. 

Ottawa, July 15. — A proclamation will 
soon be issued regarding tho quarantine 
against vessels from the Mediterranean 
coming to Canadian ports. This is ren- 
dered necessary on account of tho spread 
of cholera at Egyptian ports. 

EGYPT. 

Tho Cholora Spreading, 

London, July 15. — Cholera has appear- 
ed tit Ghrzehea, a suburb of Cairo, whero 
there wero five deaths. A cordon was 
established around tho town. On Satur- 
day there wero 42 deaths at Damiotta, 51 
at Mauauran, 7 at Shirbin, 20 at Meft-at- 
zaleh, 3 at Talka, 13 at Chobar and 1(1 ak 
Samanonda. ; lj_ 

China. 

Shanghai, July 15. — It is said that 
Japan declined the proposal of the French 
ambassador at Shanghai to form an al- 
liance against the Chinese.

WOOL AND BEER. 



THE LARGEST BREWERY IN THE WORLD, 

C ovor a Forty Acroa m tho Ho&rt of 
Duhlla. 

(Correapondeace 3. F. Post.) 
GUINNESS' CBEWEttY, 

The largest brewery in tho world, as 
an employee proudly informed me, re- 
ceived the first of my visits. It is cer- 
tainly an enormous establishment, cov- 
ering some forty aeroa in the heart of 
tho city. Where tho strcetB cross this 
tract connection is made between the 
blocks by underground tunnels sub- 
stantially built in stone. Tho greater 
part of this tract ia covered by build- 
ings from three to tivo stories high, all 
solidly built of brick or stono and iron. 
Railroad tracks are run throughout for 
the convenience of transportation, and 
all tho machinery and plant is designed 
with tho latest improvements known 
to the brewing trade. Tho number of 
men employed in about 2,000, includ- 
ing engineers, liremen, brewers, coop- 
ers, carpenters, masons, draymen, por- 
ters and clerks, the latter alone form 
ing quite an imposing number. I ask- 
ed about troubles ari.sing from strikes, 
which I had been given to understand 
was one fruitful cause of failure in fac- 
tories established nere, but I found 
they wore unheard of iu this establish- 
ment. The pay does not seem very 
large, porters aud draymen receiving 
on an average about §5 a week, but 
the whole force is apparently well sat- 
isfied, ami according to the opinion of 
the managers, the work is done as ef- 
ficiently as it could be done anywhere. 
It does not appear that the proprietor, 
Mr. Cecil Guinness, who lately bought 
out the former owner, Lord Ardilaun, 
makes any attempt to gain popularity, 
or takes any special interest in Irish 
politics. He simply pays his men fair 
wages for fair work, and he finds no 
difficulty in getting his work done ia 
such a way that he can defy English 
competition in his line. Indeed, Al- 
sopp'a and Bass' great London and 
Burton breweries are small affairs com- 
I pared to this Dublin brewery. Every- 
thing connected with it is done on a 
| grand scale. Several hundred dwell- 
! ings have been provided in tho neigh - 
1 borhood for the men employed, and 
are let to them at rents aufJIcieut to 
I pay the cost of erection, but still much 
i lower that the average of Dublin rents 
j for similar accommodations. About 
j SU0 more dwellings, all of course of 
brick, are to be built during this 
year, or at least during this year and 
next, at a probable cost of a couple of 
I hundred thousand pounds at least. 
The vats, holding 1,700 hogsheads — 
nearly a hundred thousand gallons each 
! — are arranged by dozens, and the 
j amount of ''porter'' stored on hand, 
! commonly, is over seven million jjal- 
j Ions. Tbo sales for last year reach- 
ed about thirty-two millions of gallons, 
! and' the cash receipts, with hardly any 
j bad debts to vary tliem, as I observed, 
figured up over fifteen hundred thou- 
j sand pounds (between seven and eight 
1 million dollars). This enormous busi- 
iii ss is si ill growing. The sales this 
month show an increase of nearly fif- 
teen per cent, over last year's average. 
A hundred and fifteen thousand gal- 
lons per day is the quantity of |>orter 
sent out by this one brewery this pre.'i 
out mouth, and three-fifths of it ia con- 
sumed in Ireland. Whatever temper- 
ance men may think of such a con- 
sumption, it hardly indicates a ruin- 
ous state of trade throughout the coun- 
try or such a want of business confi- 
dence hero as the English press are 
constantly lamenting. Guinness is on- 
ly one of eight or nine Grms engaged 
in the business of turning out malt li- 
quors in this city, though he is by far 
the largest. This may servo to bIiow 
that industries can thrive in Ireland 
in spite of the supposed anarchy, and 
it need not surprise anybody if they 
should commenco to revive horo on a 
larger scale now that people are begin- 
ning to turn their energies in that di- 
rection. Indeed, already several 

NEW b'ACTOHIKS 
Have been got under way. Thus a 
large woolen mill, more costly a good 
ileal than the North Beach Woolen 
Mills, turned out its first specimen 
blanket on St. Patrick's day. It has 
been started by the same Mr. Guiuness 
who has been just referred to, and a 
great object of it is to furnish employ- 
ment to the children of tho operatives 
in his brewery. A new glassworks, 
with a capital of §250,000, has also 
just been started, as well as a match 
factory, which gives employment to 
about" a hundred persons already.

(Correipoiuli nee of the London Hail} Neva.) 

General Hicks joined our camp on 
the 2oth inat (April), and ubout 18 
miles south of the fort at Kawa, on 
hearing that the enemy were advanc- 
ing in large numbers against us.

Horr Laskor Comments on Affairs lis 
Fadorland. 

(Kew York Times.) 

Here Lasker, one of the leaders of the 
National Liberal Party of Germany, and 
member of the Reichstag, arrived iu New 
Vork- on Friday on the steamer Werra. 
Dr. Lnsker is rather short in stature, with 
a ruddy complexion, grey beard, and 
curly, iron-grey hair He is 5 1 years old, 
and was born in the province of Poaen. 
He was od nested as a lawyer, and after 
passing two Statu examinations visited 
England and France. Oh his return homo 
he wrote several articles for the German 
newspapers which were widely road. In 
conversation with a Times reporter with 
regard to politics in Germany, the doc- 
tor was of tho opinion that at present 
there was a reaction toward absolutism 
and in the interests of tho landlords. 
This, however, was only temporary, and 
lie believed that after a while tho tide 
would turn in favor of liberalism. As for 
the Socialists, they have not gained in 
strength, and the great majority of them 
in Germany are not of the extreme Moat, 
type. hi fact Must is not a representa- 
tive German Socialist. Tho Liborala ar» 
not pleased with the present policy of Bis- 
marck. The National Liberals supported 
him in the struggle against tho Ultramon- 
taneSjbut when they found thutBiamarck 
had made concessions to thoin, and that 
the L'ltrainontanes had developed into a 
mere political faction in tho Reichstag, 
I they withdrew their support. Novortho- 
I less, Bismarck had great innuoucejand 
weight with the mass of the Gorman poo- 
plo. He is the confidant of tho Emperor, 
and the two were mainly instrumental in 
effecting the unification of Germany. 
Even in the event oi the Emperor's death, 
Bismarck, Dr. Lnsker said, wuuld proba- 
bly remain premier, although perhaps 
with more limited powers. As to the 
foreign policy of Germany, ho did not an-, 
ticipatu any war with Franco unless that 
country attacked the empire. As for 
rtussia, Germany was now pursuing a 
policy independent of that empire, and 
was not in favor of allowing it to grow 
stronger than herself. He will roiuuin in 
this country for about three months dur- 
ing which tunc ho will study American 
institutions.

But it is a rpaeation 
which it would not bo discreet on 
my part to answer, (Hear, hear.) 
First and generally, I should pause 
beforo agreeing to give reasons 
in answer to an enquiry why any 
person has not beuu appointed to a par- 
ticular office. (Hear, hear.) Secondly, 
because (this particular question raises 
points of a rather high and delicate na- 
ture, which, unless from very grave pub- 
lic reasons, it cannot be desirable to 
bring into discussion in this House; and 
thirdly, becauao I have to consider what 
might bo the effect of my giving a reply 
iu this case as a precedent on future occa- 
sions for questions of a different nature 
and different intent with respect to the 
Royal Family. And in this view 1 am of 
opinion that the example I should sol 
would bo highly mischievous. (Hear, 
hear.) I therefore must decline tu reply 
to the question, but in declining I may 
say that Her Majesty's Government are 
perfectly aware of the willingness of His 
Royal Highness to render public service 
to tho Crown and country, and, aa tlicj- 
conceive, that desire on the part of Hia 
Royal Highness does him the highest 
honor.

BE IT ENACTED BY TLTE MAYOR 
nml Council of tho Corporation of 
tlio City of Victoria: — " li 1 

I. It 8hall bo lawful for tho Muyor and 
Council, from tiino to tiino when by thoni 
deemed necessary, tu appoint an luspec-. 
tor of Liuildinga, at such salary as tho 
Municipal Council shall think proper. 

li. Tho duties of such Inspector shall 
be to oversee the erection of all buildillgn 
hereafter to bo oroctod, built, enlarged, 
altered, or re-erected within the City of 
Victoriu, and to enforce tho provisions 
of this Bylaw. 

3. To examine, by virtue of his office, 
or whehover he may be so directed by tho 
Mayor and Council, or by a Polico Ma- 
gistrate, or by any Justice of tlie Pence 
of the said City, all chimneys, fireplaces, 
hearths, ovens, boilers, furnaces, stoves, 
steampipos, stovepipes, funnels, Hues and 
all places where tiret) are madu or kept, 
or vvhuro ashes are kept; and also to ex- 
amine nil buildings or other premises 
where cmnpowder, coal oil, hay, straw or 
other itiflatnmablo substances aro kept, 
or where any trade which is considered 
by thu Inspector of Buildings dangerous 
us causing or increasing the liability of 
lire is carried on, and to report t hereon, 
and if necessary, to notify the owner, 
lessee, occupier or pat ty using the building 
of any defect or objection thereto, or to 
the construction thereof, in any such 
stovepipe, chimney, tiroplaco or ashpit, 
and to direct the repair, alteration or 
discontinuance thereof as may bo consid- 
ered retpiisite. 

4. If tiny owner, lessee, occupier or 
party using a building where any chim- 
ney, fire place, hearth, oven, boiler, fur- 
nace, stove, steam pipe, funnel, Hue or 
place for keeping ashes, or uny other 
place which is deemed to bo dangerous, 
neglects to discontinue the ubo of, or to 
alter, repair, or remove tho same ill ne- 
cordance with tho notice in that behalf 
and issued by the inspector jf buildings 
or under the authority of a resolution of 
the Municipal Council of the said city of 
Victoria and signed by tho said Inspector, 
or by one of the Fire Wardens, he or they 
shall bo liable to a penalty not exceeding 
ten dollars a day for each and every day 
that default shall bo made in not comply- 
ing with tho said notice in addition to ull 
other penalties imposed by this By-Law, 

5. Until otherwise ordered by the said 
Municipal Council tho City .Surveyor ahull 
perform the duties prescribed by this 
By Law, to be performed by the Inspect- 
or of liuildinga. 

In nil eases of building or rebuild 
ing any house, warehouse, or other build- 
ing when on tho line of any public street 
or within seven feet thereof, there shall 
bo erected by the builder a board fence 
of not less than six foot in hoight to en- 
close not more than half of the width of 
the sidewalk in front of such building 
and outside of such fence a planked path- 
way shall be laid by such builder at leant 
four feet wide, for the convenience of 
the public, or it shall be lawful for him 
instead of erecting such fence and path- 
way tu plank over the whole of the scaf- 
fold at the height of tho first floor above 
the ground floor of such building, and to 
encloae such scaffold at tho stone height 
at least eighteen inches nil round above 
the level of the planked floor above said, 
the sidwnlks of tho street being loft free 
for public use. 

7. No person shall place any lumber, 
stone, chips, shavings, rubbish, or any 
building material whatever, on any side- 
walk, except within the aforesaid fence, 
and when buildings are being erected on 
any street no person shall be allowed to 
occupy more than one-third in width of 
the roadway with any such building ma- 
terial so as to obstruct the free passage of 
the water in tho drains, gutters ur water 
courses, and no person shall suffer or per- 
mit any such building material to remain 
on tho street any longer than is neces- 
sary for the erection of tho building for 
which such material is designed; and on 
tho completion of the external walls and 
roof of any such building, and of bucIi 
completion the Inspoctor of buildings 
shall he solo judge, tho contractor or 
owner thereof shall within throe days 
thereafter entirely remove all' materials 
from the street, and cause thu street to 
bo cleaned from all such building mate- 
rial and left in good repair. 

(JHIMNUV STACKS. 

All Chimney Stacks shall bo carried to 
a height of not less than four feet above 
Ihe walls, Ridge, or Deck of any Roof, ex- 
cept in cases where tho Itidgo or Deck of 
any Itoof exceed the height of six feet 
above tho base of such Chimney, then 
tho hoight shall be dotorinined by tho 
;iaid Inspector, and where a Chimney 
Stack is used to carry away smoke or nox- 
ious vapors from any manufactory, the 
said Stack shall bo carried to such n 
height us to effectually clear tho sur- 
rounding buildings to the satisfaction of 
the said Inspector of Buildings. All 
Slacks shall be built of Stone, Brick or 
Iron and in the most substantial manner. 

BOILEUH AND OVEN'S. 
0. No timber shall be laid within two 
foot of tho iimide of any Oven, Copper, 
Still, Boiler or Furnace, nor within nine 
inches of the opening of any chimney , nor 
within seven inches of any metal Hue, nor 
within four and a hulf inches of any brick 
flue, unless the wood is properly protect- 
ed to the satisfaction of tho Building In— 
apoctop. , 

STEAM PIPES AND FUNNELS, 

No pipo or funnel for convoying steam 
shall be fixed next aiiy public street or 
highway or on the front of any buildings, 
nor shall any funnel, pipo or lluo for con- 
veying firo or smoke bo fixed on the in- 
nido of any building nearer than twelve 
inches to the face of any timber, nor 
shall any such funnel, pipe or flue pass 
through any timber, framing or partition 
of wood, or wood and lime, or through 
any wooden floor, in any house, outhouse, 
fence or building whatever, within tho 
said City, unless there shall be n space of 
at least six inohoB clear between the said 
funnel, pipe or lluo and such framing, 
partition or lloor, and tho same pass 
through ;i chimney of stone or bricks and 
mortar, or be encased by a rim of solid 
stone or thick metal not less than three 
inches wide and equal in thickness to the 
full finished thickness of tho framing 
through which such pipes shall pass. 

II. No occupant of any house or build- 
ing within the said City shall permit any 
pipe-holp no(, in use in any chimney in 
such house or building to remain open ; 
all such holes shu|l bo c)oBp.d with a pro- 
per stopper of metal or other inconjhuet- 
iblo material. 

IS. No person shall place or keep nny 
ashes in afiy ivpoden bux,or within three 
feet of any lyooden floor or partition, or 
in any outhouse urnhed, unless properly 
protected; a|)d |jo uprsoii shall Btorc'Jor 



permit to ho stored any combustible ma- 
terial in any yard within ono hundred 
feet of any building unless the same is 
properly covered and protected fronvfire,- 
and of tho sufficiency of such protection 
tho Inspoctor of Buildings shall be solo 
judge. 

13. No person shall sot up, erect, or 
construct, or build, or use, work, or cause 
or procure to bo sot up, erected, con- 
structed, built or worked, nny steam en- 
gine exeopt under tho terms of this by- 
law. . . • > < i i ,, j ; 

14. No person shall establish, set up, 
carry on or continue within the said City 
any tannery, felhnon^ory or place for 
boiling soap, making or running candles, 
or for the melting of tallow, or any man- 
ufacture of varnish, fireworks, or any 
coal oil rofinory, or any other factory 
which from its nature or tho material 
used therein shall bo dangorojs, in caus- 
ing or promoting fires, unless and until 
he shall havo obtained a certificate of 
compliance with tho goneral regulations 
hereby prescribed or to bo proscribed by 
any bylaw of the Corporation. 

INFLAMMABLE SUIISTANCF.S. 

lf> No larger quantity than 80 gallons 
of coal oil or any oils of a similar char- 
acter in wooden casks, nor more than 300 
gallons if in tin, metal, stono or earthen- 
ware, nor a larger quantity than 20 gal- 
lons of crude oil, burning fluid, naptha, 
bolizolo, benzine or other similar combus- 
tible and dangerous material shall be 
kopt in any wooden building within tho 
city limits, nor n larger quantity than 150 
gallons of coal oil, or other such oils in 
wooden cusks, or 700 gallons in tin, metal, 
stone or earthenware, nor any larger 
quurittty than 80 gallons of crude oil, 
burning iluid, naptha, benzole, benzine 
or other similar combustible or dauger- 
oua material shall bo kopt in any brick 
building within tho city limits unless tho 
same shall ho kept in a collar properly ven- 
tilated and without a floor or ono of 
brick, stono, cement, or other incombus- 
tible material, then 300 gallons of coal 
oil ur other such oils in wooden casks or 
10UO gallons if in tin, stone or earthen- 
ware may bo kept, nor bIhiII any of the 
tluids before mentioned bo permitted to 
flow into nny drain or sower of tho said 
city. 

1C. Notwithstanding any thing in the 
preceding section contained, when tiro 
proof buildings are so constructed as to 
insure nt ull times a thorough ventilation 
thereof and are used exclusively for tho 
purpose of keeping or storing coal oil, 
burning Iluid, crude oil, naptha, bonzola 
or other similar combustible or danger- 
ous materials are isolated or detached at 
least two hundred foot from all other 
buildings, then any of tho said fluids may 
ho kept and stored therein without limit 
as to quantity. 

17. No firo shall bo tukon into lighted 
or used within the said last mentioned 
storage buildings either for heat, light or 
any other purpose whatever. 

18. Every person desiring to keep or 
blmu iii the manner provided by tho 10th 
section of this By-Law nny of the fluids 
mentioned in the said 10th section, shall 
make a written application to tho Mayor 
and Council for permission so to do, and 
shall state in such application the atoro, 
house, shop, building or place in whiuh 
ho desires to k eep or atoro tho said 
tluids, or nny of them, nnd it shall bo tho 
duly of the said inspector to oxamino tho 
promises of the applicant and to report to 
tho said .Mayor and Council thereon, and 
upon every such report the said Mayor or 
Council shall either giant or refuse per- 
mission. 

19. When tmy building or buildings 
within tlie cily limits shall bo deemed by 
t ho City Inspector to bo unsafe from any 
cause, the owner, lessee, contractor or 
agunt, sliall be notified at once to mako 
tho same safe and socuro, and ovory per- 
son so' notified who fails within twonty- 
fonr hours (or such titno as shall be ex- 
pressed in the notice) to comply with such 
notice, shall be subject to all tho penal- 
ties of this By-Law. 

EUtE LIMITS. 

•20. The Mayor nnd Cuuncil may from 
time to timo by resolution very tho exist- 
ing Firo Limits. 

21. No building shall bo erected or 
placed on old or new foundations or on 
foundations partly old and partly new 
within the fire limits unless tho Baino 
shall ho built with main walls of concrots, 
stone, bricii, iron or other suitable ma- 
terials and the extornal walls of any 
brick building must bo of not les3 than 
the following dimensions : 

ONP.-STOltY BUILDINGS. 

Outside walls shall not bo less than ono 
brick or 8i inches thick, or more than 14 
feet ill height, or more than 130 feet in 
length unless strengthened by cross par- 
titionsor other means approved by tho 
Inspector of buildings. 

One and a half brick or 12$ inch thick 
walls .shall not exceed IC feet in height 
nor 70 foot in length unless strengthened 
by cross partitions or other moans ap- 
proved by the Inspector of buildings. 

TWO- STORY IIUILDINOS. 
Outside walls, ground floor wall, to bo 
not less than one and a half brick or 12i 
inches thick, and hot to exceed 10 feet in 
height or 70 feet in length without being 
strengthened ny cross wnlls, partitions or 
other means approved of by tho said In- 
spector. 

Outside walls, first floor, to bo not less 
than ono brick or 8i inches thick, nor 
more than 14 feet in height nor more than 
00 foot in length unless strengthened as 
aforesaid. 

Til ltEE-STORY BUII.DINOS. 

Ground lloor outside walls shall not bo 
less than two bricks or 17$ inches thick, 
Ueir more than 17 feet fn hoight nor 
more than 100 feet in length, unless 
strengthened as before mentioned. 

FirBt floor outside walla shall not bo 
less than one and a half brick, or 12A 
inches thick, nor more thun 14 feet in 
hoight, nor moro than 50 feet in 
length, unless strengthened as aforesaid. 

Second floor outside walls shall not bo 
less than one brick or Sh inches thick nor 
more than 12 foot in hoight nor more than 
50 feet in length, unless strengthened as 
before mentioned. And for every addi- 
tional 20 feot length or 2 feet in hoight, 
or any fraction thoroof added to any of 
thu above measurements one half 
brick, or 4$ inches in thickness, 
must bo added to tho thicknoss of 
walls of each and ovory Btory; and the 
brick or stono work of any and every 
building must be carried to such height 
as may bo requisite to effectually protect 
the woodwork of roof of such building 
from any adjoiniug building, and to tho 
satisfaction of tho City Inspoctor of 
buildings. 

Basement walls aro to be not less than 
4$ inches thicker than tho walls under 
which they are built, and Bhall bo -of 
either stone, brick or other suitablo ma- 
rials, nnd for ovory four feot in height 
over 10 feet or 20 feet in length over 70 
foot, or nny part thereof, then the walls 
must lio increased in thickness 4J, inches. 

Foundations to Brick or Slope Build- 
in/is not having Basements are to' be not 
less tlmu I« iqehes in tho solid ground 
below the floor level, and to be not less 
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than ik inches thickor than the walk un- 
der which they are built, and are to be of 
Brick, Stono or other suitablo material. 

HOOF COVEKINGS. 

Roof coverings shall be of slate, tin, 
iron or other incombustible materials. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 

22. All Doors in Theatres, Music Halls, 
Hotels, Churches and other buildings 
usod for tho assembly of largo bodies 
of persons, must open outwards, and am- 
plo provision bo made for the rapid 
emptyings of tho said buildings. 

23. No wooden buildings within the 
said firo limits shall be removed, except 
to a portion of the same lot on which it 
stands, or to a point outside of fire 
limits, and then only with the written 
permission of the Mayor and Council and 
subject to such conditions and stipula- 
tions as may he thought advisable, and 
no woodon building within the stud limit 
shall be altered or changed without the writ- 
ton permission of the Inspector of buildings 
approved by a majority of Fire Wardens, 
which permit shall specify fully the alter- 
ations required, and no such permit shall 
bo given if any increase will bo made by 
tho proposed change or alteration in the 
sizo of tho wooden building within the 
said limits, or if such repairs increase the 
vuluo of such building more than twenty- 
five por cent, tho application therefore 
andu copy of eacli of such permits shall 
bo kopt in the office of tho City Clerk. 

PARTY WALLS, AUCUE8, CHIMNEYS. 

24. All party walls shall be built be- 
tween house and house, except in such 
parts whore each house has independent 
walls. Party walls not being of siifli 
cient thickness shall be taken down when 
ono or more of the adjoining houses re- 
quires to bo rebuilt. External walls 
shall not become party walls unless the 
same shall have been previously erected 
in accordance with the provisions of tho 
By-Law. The brickwork in all party 
walls and external walls niltd! be proper- 
ly bonded, or anchored in every case. 

25. No timber shall at any time here 
after be laid into nny parly wall or arch, 
except for bond to the same, nor into any 
party wall other than such templets, 
chains and bond-timbers as shall be ne- 
cessary for the same, and other than the 
ends of girders, beams, binding or brim - 
ming joists, or other principal timbers; 
all of which timbers shall have at least 
four inches and u-half of solid brickwork 
between the ends and sides thereof, and 
tho timber of any building adjoining 
thereto, and thu ends of every girder, 
beam, purline, binding or trimming 
joists, and ovory pieco of principal tim- 
ber may be laid beyond the centre of any 
party wall, providing that there be left 
four inches and a half of solid brick or 
stonework at tho end of every such piece 
of timber, except in places where any 
parts of the ends of any such timber 
Bhall be opposite to and level with any 
part ef the ends of any limber of any ad 
joining building, in which case no pari of 
such timber shall approach nearer than 
two inches to the centre of tho said party 

Willi. 

llltP.AST SUM MEltS. 
20. Breast -summers in all cases shall 
bo carried on briok or stone walls, or 
piers, or on cast iron columns seated on 
atone, and shall in no case be carried mi 
story posts or oilier timber supports; and 
when the ouds of any breast-summers 
shall approach the centre lino of any 
purty wall nearer than four inches and 
a- half, such ends shall be encased nnd 
entirely surrounded in east iron shoes. 

CHIMKKY.H AND HEARTHS. 

27. All Chimneys back to back on 
party walls shall be in the chimney backs 
at tho least ono brick or K. 1 , inches in 
thickness. Chimney bucks in party walls 
not boing back to back with any other 
chimney shall bent least inches clear 
from the party line; the thickness above 
specified to bo continued to a height of 
at leasts inches above the mantel in every 
case. All flues built in internal, external 
or party walls shall bo surrounded by 
brickwork not less than 4 inches in thick- 
ness. 

28. Chimney Hearths shall in till cases 
bo laid wholly on brick or stone in co- 
mmit, unless tho same bo in a collar or 
basement story and be laid and bedded 
In solid earth, and every chimney shall 
havo a slab or slabs or foot pieces before 
the same of stono, bricks, marble, iron or 
cement at least ono foot four inches broad 
and extending nt least six inches beyond 
each end of every fireplace opening. 

29. Hay or Straw shall not be permit- 
ted to bo stored ur kept for sale in build- 
ings within tho city limits unless the 
same shall be properly secured from dan- 
ger by fire to the satisfaction of the In-

32. All bylaws and parts of bylaws con- 
flicting with this bylaw shall be, and the 
same are hereby repealed.
